Another substantial amount 
found its way to Martinique and 
is kept there. 

An agreement was recently 
reached between the Vichy Gov- 
ernment and the United States 
Government by which the former 
undertook to consult the latter 
before moving any gold from Mar- 
tinique. In return the American 
authorities agreed to release some 
of the French gold frozen in the 
United States for urgent require- 
ments of the inhabitants of Mar- 
tinique.
